bla about duck shooting which clalms an
oyerwhelming majority of the true sportamen
s [t dovotovs.

The setfon s now on here and we will hear
more or less about the birds and the shooting
until the rigors of winter delve them to their
winter haunts in the south. So many men
are atlracted evary spring and full to the
lakes and marshes that the man who has no
taste for the delights of the fleld often won-
ders whether It i sport of luore that lures
Bo many from the comforts of home and the
fascinations of business to brave all sorts of
woeuther and privations in th: wild fowl sea-
Bon. In conversation with an old-time vet-
eran Aportsman, who yet occaslonally shoul-
deérs bis beloved breschloader for a duy on
the river, lake or marsh, | gathered n great
dial of Information that will probably prove
Interesting to the skeptle, One seaxon, and
but m few yedrs ago al that, he made a bag
of 800 mixed ducks, canvasback, red head,
mallard, blne bi)l and teal. Fe s a falr feld
shot and it reguired frequent forays into the
different ducking grounds to accomplish whit
he did. So much for his skill, but the pecu-
niary results will not figure up so promis-
ingly. Say, for Instance, he had killed an
even sixty-seven dogen birds and sold them
ml. the  highst market price, and
yot they would not have brought Lim more
than $80, Compare this with his expenses,
Time, 350; rallroad fare, $25; ammunition,
$25, and Incldentals, $25, or a total of $132,
or $60 more than the ducks could have
brought If sold. You can readily appreciate
the consequences, It the average duck
hunler doea not get more fun than moncy
out of hia shoating, the balance shest 1
almost two to one against him. Bul the
sportsman bas no thoughts of swelling his
bank sccount by this, hls favorite parsuit,
enjoyment ia the sole object, Thlgs enjoy-
ment comes first In the anticlpitory pleasure
of an expedition, If the sportsman be ad-
vanced In years he becomes a youlh again,
and the night before he erawls into his
blind in the rice, reeds, willows or cane, he
experiences all the delights of a child on
the night before Christmas. If he he a
young uan, his emutions are as varied as
they ara ecsiatic and he would not exchange

"“To demonstrate to the average sportsman
that nlmost any of the nitro powders now on
the market are good enough to do good work
If the man behind the gun does his part
properiy, I wish to give the result of thres
days' shooting that I did recently at a
tournament held at Mot Springs, 8. ., using
a mixture of 8. 8., B. €, Schultze, *Ameri-
can Wood and Walsrode powder shells. On
the first day I fired at 135 targets and scored
112, or 86 and 75-100 per cent. On the sscond
day 1 fired at 115 turgets and scored 93, or
B6'4 per cent; and on the third day [ fired
at 1456 targeta and scored 120, or B9 and
95-100 per cent. While the percentage fs
not us large as is moade by experts using
one particular brand of powder, I think it
proves conclusively that any of the nitros
are guod encugh for target shooting even in
the hands of an amatear,

known Merchants hotel man, leave today for
an extended trip through Arizona and the
southwest.

Ans.~You are eminently ecorrect In your
susplelon.  There are no real brant known In
this part of the country, but shooters and
donizens generally erroneously call the blue
goose and the speckled-froonted goose “'brant,'’
and I have unwittingly fallen into the habit,
According to such reliable authorities as
Wilson, Audiubon, Redgway and Coos, brant
are essentlally salt water birds, living ex-
clusively on aquatlie planis and the shell
flsh common to the ocean, They are néver
found far Inland or In freah water lnkes, ex-
cept by ncoldent or from necessity, as when
wounded and forced to abandon their com-
ponlons duripng thelr migrations, There are
but two varieties found in the United States,
ong of which I8 common to the Pacific coast
and the other to the Atlantic.
